A hand holding a branch o-f a rose tree, but without -flowers 
or buds, save that in the centre is one -fully blown white rose. 
Pentacles are disposed as on the points o-f a square; a rose in 
the centre. 

Here the white rose o-f purity has fully manifested in it’s 
solar aspect (as Tiphareth) controlling the tree by its central 
position. This shows the four elements (matter) being controlled 
by a fifth, spirit (the rose). A complete, harmonious and 
perfected cycle. 

The 4 of Disks has been named "Lord of Earthly Power" which 
is best described by the symbols this card portrays. For example, 
the four disks form the shape of a square at the top of a cube; 
implied by the central rose acting as a point where a line is 
drawn from each corner of the square which then forms 4 divi- 
sions. These 4 divisions express the currents of the four 
elements, making the square one of manifestation on the physical 
plane. However, the rose shows the presence of the 2nd square, 
and 2 squares make a cube, which has 8 sides and symbolically 
expresses the physical, spiritual, astral and mental planes. Me

also have her# the symbol of a circle within a square, which 
characterises life on other planes of nature. This indicates 
mastery of the physical plane, which the cube also represents as 
well as a place of worship, i.e. a tower with a dome temple. The 
square has also been considered to symbolise "God manifested in 
creation" though as a square or cube it is limitation within 
matter and fixation, alluding to death rather than the cycle of 
life. The square is also a boundary and is likened to the walls 
of a fortress or some other such structured form; laws, rights 
and rituals. 

A1 chemically the 4 of Disks portrays the symbol of two 
triangles, with the top one being inverted, each meeting in the 
middle at their apexes. This is the symbol of birth and also the 
number 8. If you join up the outer edges you have a completed 
square which is an alchemical symbol for the word "month". But 
we also have in this card the symbol of a vertical line through 
the middle of a square representing Vitriol in its reddening 
stage as perfected sulphur. This is also a symbol for calcined 
Tartar being is the magistery of the whitening during calcina- 
tion, and alludes to "perfect restoration" . Most important of 
all is the symbol of the circle within a square which is the 
alchemic symbol for Cinnabar. Now Cinnabar has been described as 
many things, but for our purposes here are not important. What is 
important is the meaning of its symbolic presence and that is; 
where you see the presence of Cinnabar, gold or silver is not far

The 4 of Disks is coloured in the Princess scale. The back- 
ground is coloured the colour o-f the sign, deep Olive-Brown. The 
background is dark, close to the clouds, and becomes translucent 
as the colour graduates to the top o-f the card. The disks are the 
colour o-f the planet, which is Apricot Yellow, rayed with So-ft 
Pink. The inner circle o-f the disks and the star therein is 
coloured Brilliant White. The rose bush is the complementary 
colour to the dark violet. The rose, hand and clouds are coloured 
Brilliant White. 

The Apricot Yellow rayed So-ft Pink within the Deep Olive 
Brown represents the living image o-f the soul within the con-fines 
o-f matter. These colours show li-fe (Apricot Yellow rayed So-ft 
Pink) and death (Deep Olive Brown). The Dark Violet here acts as 
the stimulation needed in the other colours to create the living 
and o-f course, where is the living without the spirit (shown by 
the Brilliant White). Interests evolve around the self (Deep 
□live Brown) and one nurtures oneself (Apricot Yellow rayed Soft 
Pink over Deep Olive Brown). 

The planet and sign associated to the 4 of Disks is the Sun 
in Capricorn. A character with the Sun in this sign must be busy 
creating, developing, or just doing. The weaker or shallow side 
o-f this sign goes from one inspiration to another, from one place 
to another, forever running in senseless circles. The more 
developed side of Capricorn however grabs hold of goals and works 
until accomplishment, then makes new goals. They have faith in 
their own abilities and expect others to be just as confident and 
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competent. They have no mercy for the weak and are also quite 
self centered. Melancholyness can lose them opportunities but 
they do not remain in this mood for long as they hate weakness in 
themselves.

"Lord o-f Material Trouble”

A white radiant angelic hand issuing from the and holding a 
branch of the white rose tree, but from which roses are falling, 
leaving no buds behind. Five pentacles are similar to the Ace. 

The fifth disk has taken the place of the central rose of 
purity from the 4 of Disks and has overburdened the tree, for the 
harmonious vibrational pitch is now unevenly distributed by the 
extra weight. Four roses have grown beside the four 
outer disks only to have died before fully maturing, for the 
purity of the white roses have now been contaminated as the roses 
die, leaving no seed behind to take their place. 

The contamination that has entered the 5 of Disks is the 
central disk, it alludes to the unconscious, which has been 
dragged in by the inferior mind. These two top disks also allude 
to the superior or heavenly factor and the two lower disks to the 
inferior or earthly factor. This symbolism shows the creation of 
the archetypal self and the S of Disks portrays the intellectual 
and physical workings on the lower plane. Alchemically this card 
represents rust. Jung considers in his collected works that the 
unconscious typifies the fly in the ointment, which relates to a 
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taint in the matter of perfection. It is like the lie which 
taints idealistic pronouncements , which is part of our earthly 
nature that attaches itself to, and clouds the crystal clarity of 
truth we seek. It is also like verdigris which is the sickness 
of the metal and that being likened to the leprosy of the primea 
materia which in itself is the essential ingredient for philoso- 
phical gold. The clouds have sunken closer to the earth, showing 
a solidifying of matter. 

"Lord of Material Trouble" is the name given to the 5 of 
Disks because it portrays financial and material worry, unfulfil- 
ment of promises and success, loss of promised fortune and unpro- 
fitable speculation. 

The 5 of Disks is coloured in the Princess Scale, the back- 
ground is Dark Green. The disks are coloured Sallow rayed with 
Primose. The centre of the disks and stars thereof are coloured 
Brilliant White. The rose bush is coloured the complementary 
colour to the background which is Dark Red Violet. The background 
is translucent whirls around the bush and dark in the outer edges 
of the card. The hand, rose petals and clouds are Brilliant 
White. 

The Sallow rayed Primrose against the Dark Green reveals 
pessimism tainted with sparks of hope and wishes, a higher 
thought. However, the Greyish Green also portrays deceit, greed 
and depression. The Dark Red Violet is the struggle for (but not 
attained) release from matter. 
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The astrological association to the S o-f Disks is Mercury in 
Taurus. On one side. Mercury in Taurus shows a stubborn materia- 
listic, opinioniated angry or irritable character. The other side 
shows a determined, shrewd and stable character. Mercury in 
Taurus’s energies lie in practical and money making concerns. 
Originality is lacked, but made up for in perseverence and common 
sense. Although slow to make up ones mind. Mercury in Taurus 
people will stick by their decisions. A sociable and friendly 
disposition at the best of times leaves one liked by many. There 
is stamina in mental pursuits and in most cases one is gifted 
with a good memory. Such a down to earth person fits in well 
with all earthly pursuits.
